Amend and consolidate the Law of Bankruptcy in 
Ireland.

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend and consolidate the Law Preamble. 

of Bankruptcy in Ireland: Be it therefore enacted by the General Provi- 
Queen’s nuist Exc'cllcnt Maiesty, by and with the Advice 
and Clonsent of the l^ords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
5 this present Varlimnent asscinbled, aiul by the Authority of the same, 
as follows : 

I. From and after the Coimmmmmmit of this Act the several Acts 
and Farts of Acts set Ibrth in the Selicdule (A.) to this Act annexed, p^ed? 
to the Extent to which such Act or Parts of Acts are hy such Schedule 
10 expressed to he ropealcal, and all Rules made in pursuance of such 
Act.s and Parts of Acts, and every other Act or Acts as shall be incon- 
siateiit w'ith this Act, shall he repealed, except so far as the said Acts 
or Parts of Acta, or any of them, whether mentioned or included in 
the said Schedule or not, repeal any former Act or Part of an Act, and 
15 except also so far as imi}!' bo necessaiy for the Purpose of supporting 
any Proceodiugs taken or to be taken under and aftev the Commence-
